The fact that Hitler has been trotting out General 
von Blomberg, instead of Hjalmar Schacht, economic 
dictator, to do most of the explaining is significant. 
Von Blomberg, as head of the army, was supposed 
to be politically mute. However, he not only speaks 
to the nation on a radio hook-up, but warns the 
workers in the munitions industry to “keep your 
mouth shut.” : 

No matter what phase of world politics or economics 
one approaches, it ultimately leads to Hitler's war 
plans.
